From the Tritune.

The latcst nccounte from Spain, which are to
Junuary 17, lonve but lhitle dovbt that Goeneral
Prim had mnot met with that tupport on which
he relied for the success of his enterprise,  Still,
the restorntion of trangmllity was not yet so
complete as the official deapatehos of the Govern.
ment doy by day announced. Even at the date
of our lawst advices (January 17), a Madnd
telegram anpounces that “some armed men had
appeared in the vicinity of Teos, in Catalonia,”
and that **tho movemonts of the troops in that
provinet continae,”

It s announced that the Prime Minister has

instrocted the Generals who are pursuing Prim
not to caplure the latter, but to drive him into
Portugal. The repory, w\m‘.h seome to bo well
lounded, gave rise to the strangest rumors, The
Queen was said to be in sympathy with Prim,
and to refuee to slgn hig deposition from h's dig-
nity a8 Senator, It I8 hardly necessary 1o state
that all romors of this kind are entirely untrist-
werthy _
The Portugners Legialature do oot like the
project of an Luerian kingdom, to be composed
of & union between Portugal and Spain—a pro-
fect whirh 15 entertained by many Spanish Libe-
rale, nud is belleved to count also Prim among
ite supporters. On Janunry 8, the Chamber of
Representatives unanimously protested ngainst
the scheme,

The Basis for a Friendiy Settlement with
Iingiand.
From the Times,

The report on reciprocity which has just ema-
nated from the Treasury Department, sod of
which we had a very imperfect synopsis by tele-
graph, is & paper of far broacer scope than we
had anticipated. Instend of being merely n
digest of formar treaties, or & summary of the
mutual benefits aceruing from the Conventlon
of 1864, we find that the reportol Mr, MeCul-
loch's agent takes a survey of the whole d 2maln
ol international pohwy,

In helping us to a clear estimate of the trade
of the adjncent Housh Colonies, Mr, Derby
boldly se1zes the occasion Lo suggest thal any
new commercial compaet with the neighboring
provinces might well be utilized to bring to o
friendly settlement toe elaims of the Ugited
Bistes agninst Grest Britaln tor hér violation o
her obligations s8s a ueutral power doring the
war. 157 says Mr. McCulloch's ngent, “Greut
Britaln aesires to propitmte this country alter
all that has occwmred, would it not be her true
policy to cede to us a portion of her remote
termtones, valuable to us, but of litle value
to her?”

In more specific terme, Mr. Derby sugggsts the
cession o the United Siates of British Uflubia
and Vancouver's Island. Thesc colonies, he
points out, are seftied in oreat part by Ameri-
cans, and while they are too remote from Rnge-
land to be of any practical acconnt to her, they
would form wuseful and wltimately protitable
adjunets to our Pacific Swates, By the surrender
of her sovereignty over those portious of her
dependencies on the Pacitic which lie within the
temperate zone, it 18 assuwmed that Bogland
mirm tind o soluticn of the question of the dla-
bama and other elsims, “preferable 1o a gpecie
payment, or reprisals tor the raviges of her
crulsers.” Thure i doubtless romething in
this mgenious conception. It it hus W weak
side, let us sugeest that 1t lies in the facy that
the proposed Atlantic Confederation of Colomivs
1t nded ultimately to include within it both
Ertish Columbia and Vaveouver's Island, and
that to this end o conditional sule of the whole
of the Hudion Bay Compauny's territories (o
Canada was condluded in Buglend leés than .
year ago, It muy be, however, that the dele-

ates now in Washington are empo wered oo tieat
or the surrender sucgested py My, Derby, and
that, ns a consideration for o renewal of the Re-
ciprocity Treaty, we are not only to get the sntire
Igland of S8an Juan, which has caused =0 much
trouble, but rwo additional colonies und a thou.
snnd odd miles of additionnl coast on the Pacific,
The precedent for such g surrender, on commer-
cinl grounds, Mr, Derby tinds m the advige just
tendered by England o Austria, to glve up
Venice as the best nienns of reducing the stand
ing armies of Burope, und ol promoting intcrna-
Lonul trude,

Were Mr, Derby’s report not conceived tu the
most friendly spirit towards those who seck for
& continuances of the treaty, it would be unlair
to attach g0 much importance to his proposal to
readjusy the valance of power on: this continent.
But, innsmuch ns he puts in & good word tor the
wwovinees and for provincial commerce as ofren as

e ulfers one in beball of his own conntry, it
may be assumed that he has some knowledge or
what would prove an accoptuble bisis of com-
promise, lIndeed, he declares that “ost of the
views taken in this report have been confirmed
sinee iU was written, by 4 conference with some
of the most uble and joflueatin! meu in the
provinees,” These intluentisl men, Mr. Derby
subsequently Indicates to be voue other than
Ministors of Canada.

His outline ot a system of ¢ommercial legiala.
tion, which shall be common 1o the United
Blates, moreover indicates that he has contidence
in the desive of the Provincinl Delegates to make
& very material surrender of (he privilege they
have heretolore enjoved in the waking of their
own taritls, Through all the twelve yesrs of
this tremiy, which termivates on the [7th ol
March, they have gone on mereasing the datios
on almost every ariicle we caved to export, This
enjoyment, we gather from M. Derby’s report,
they ure prepared to seo curtarlid to & mosi air;-
nificant extent, And if they agree, as it would
appear this report contempiates, to withdraw
thelr great staple, honber, from the free lst in
the next convention, and have it taxed $1 per
thousand, board measure, we should inter that
the Provincinl embassy bas an unusually laregs
direretion,

The pont which will shorily come to be of
most immediate interest, as these negotiations
progress, will be the attitude and disposition ol
the Brifish Govervment. We could readily bha
lieve that for her own account, England would
uot stund in the way of any 1sir bargain for
ceding g certain amount of British- American ter
ritory %o the United States—that f2, provided we
wonted to buy., But as long a8 Great Britain
mainiaing colonies, pays for thelr protection.
gpends her money on them, send: them Govs
erpors, and performs generally the functions ot
an imperial power towards a dependency, we
take it she will regard with some fenlousy any
attempt on their part to discriminate against
her tride, in fuvor of any other nation.

When the Colonial Legislatures set ahout o re-
vision of their tarifls waoleh shatl continue, or

eradventure increase the duoties on the great
irtish siaples, such ns line cloth, ete., and
which shall. st the sawe tinie, lower or perhaps
abollsh the duties op the leading staples of
another couutry, there iy apt, we fewr, to arlse o
elash of Interests and confiet of suthority, The
questlon, it is Wwue, 15 gue tor the colonists and

e paront Government 1, sottle betwoen them-
selves; but we may v well take necount of the
dieulties wiach stll lig y the path of recipro-
clty, even it this renort from the Trensury 14
accepted by the delegat & as it stands,

Bouthern Claims for War Damages—A
Wise Movement in Congress,
Fraom the Herald,

The regolution of Mr. Delano, of Oh®, which
was adopted by the House ol Repregaentatives on
Tuesday last, involves a line of polioy so essen-
tial to the salvation of the Treasury from bank-
ruptey and the counlry (rom a rainous financial
revulsion ns to be entitled to the special eom-
wendation of every loyal eitlzen throush the
length and breadih of the land, We refer 1o the
resolution instructiog the Committee on Claims,
till otherwise ordered, to redect all elaims refer
red to them lor examination trom aitizens of any
ol the States Intely tn rebellion growing out of
the destiuotion or appropriution of or damage
10 property by the army or navy of the United
Siates while engaged In suppressing the Re-
bellion,

As was remarked by Mr, Delano, there is no
obifgation on the part of the Government to pay
for the damages by the ravages of the lats war,
Moreover, il it wore agreed upon that loval sut-
terers should be indemnified it would he impos-
#ible to draw the line between them and Kebols,
On the question ot loyalty every Southern loser
of propoerty by the war could give some evidence
in his invor by er parie aflidavits,, Mr. Niblook,
Democrnt, of Indmng, of the Committee, wna
under the impression that loyal eitizens, as dis-
toguished from Relels o darms, ought 1o be
mdemuitied; but, a5 the status of the Southern
Btales was not yet scttled, the Committee would
do well (o Cefer any action in the premises, Mr,
Ward, Republican, of New York., lowever,
hr--ukum for the Committeo, hit the natl npon
the head in suggesting that the amoune of these
Southern losses Liom the war, the condition of
our linanees, and the dillicnity of soparating the
loyalist from the trattor, admonishied him not to
opaen the door that might double our nationsl
debt, bring on financial ruin, sod perbhaps repu-
digiion snd nationnl digseruce,

The Commitice on Claims were spccordingly
instructea by the House—118 Lo 36—Lo refect ull
Southern clajme for war damages till otherwise
ordered,  The thirty-six members voting i (he
negutive woere doubtless the Democrats of the
House, who, in tnis matter, a2 in the District
Negro Suilrage bill, put the interests of the
country behind the tuetics of their party.  What
enre they for the Administration, the national
trepsury, o financial collepse snd repudintion,
s that they continue to build up agmn their old
delunct Democratic party 7 But we would still
admonish them thaet s0 long as ihey sdhere to
thiz old game of their Democratic party, ko long
they will be kept under foot, They must meel
the demands of the crisis, regardless of their old
party, or they will never do anything to wipe
out thelr record of the war,

1t is morally certain thut national bankruptoey,
repudiation, and Ousuclal and political chaos,
will jollow the experiment of compensating
even loyul Southern meu for their losses from
the war, Mr. Benator Gatbrle, of Kentucky,
Boeretary of the Treasury under poor Pierce,
snd possessing a good reputation as u finuncier,
recently, in the Scnate, put down the losses of
the Bouth from the late Rebellion ut the stu-
pendous figure of ten thoussnd millions of dol-
lars. 'This may seem ineredible; but, ineluding
the Rebel expenser of the wur in money, labor,
und supplies; the Southern crops of eotlon,
sugar, rice, tobacco, eto., of lour years, ne-
glected, wasted, burned, or captared; the
white able-hodied men of the South klled and
crippled; the lour willlons of Southern slaves
seb Ire¢; the plan:ations laid waite; the ships,
steambosts, rullwave and roliing stock. cities,
towus, villages, houses, public bulldings, facto-
rles, stores, foundanes, cotton gins and Pressos,
mills, dopots, bridges, fenoces, forests, timber
and lumber, ete., destroyed, and horses, mules,
cultle, sheep, nnd swine swept off, together with
the lusees of Bouthern banks, corporations, and
speanlative investinents depending on the sue-
cess ol Jetl, Davis, we dare say that My, Benator
Guthrle is not far out of the way, But whether
uiis apgregate of Southern war losses is ten
thougand or five fhousand millions, we cannot
touch it without running the danger of being
swallowed in an unfarthomsbie abyes of bank-
ruptey, corruption, contusion and ruin.

Suppose we begin with the compensation of
loyal Sovthern men—one precedent will Tead 1o
anather, shill widenmg the margin of libernlity,
until by the pressure Congress and the troasury,

mhe Government and the country will be over-
whelmed, A nutioun]l debt of three thonsand
millions is as heavy s burden as we san #safely
cnryy, It must Lo diminished batere long, or
even this welght may stapger us. The House of
Representatives, therelore, has scled wisely *in
regurd (0 these Eouthern losges {rom the war,
We cannot 1ouch  them without aanger of
ewamping They belong to the schiedule of pro-
perty deatroyed without insurdnece. They muat
be postponed 1o & more conveulent season, nnd
tnke thelr chunoes tor a shower of cold with
Kentucky, when she wall be paid for the one
hundred millix of negro property lost by
Seeretary Boward’s proclumation of the anolition
ol slnvery.,
